Tho board of trustees heard petl- 
tlon from a representative of the 
Public Service company Thursday 
night A total of the amount owed 
by tho village was given. It showed 
that the villager's indebtedness to tho 
Public Service company amounted to 
approximately $1,500. 

The question of this and the other 
two judgemnts that have been placed 
against the village, viz: John Dupro 
?3012.99 and L. Felter $747.47 was 
referred to the village attorney, E. M 
Runyard. Mr. Runyard's opinion was 
that the best and most honorably 
thing for the board to do was to raise 
this money by bond Issue. 

Mr. Runyard went on to cite that 
Antioch like many other towns had 
been deprived of a source of revenue 
when the dram shops were closed and 
that taxation had not been adjusted 
to hardly meet this discrepancy. And 
with tho Brownell judgment being 
being paid off at this particular time 
naturally brought about the present 
situation. He showed that conditions 
were greatly improved in meeting fix- 
ed changes and that with the in- 
crease of valuation of Antioch proper- 
ty to $303,283, that under ordinary 
circumstances Antioch will not ex- 
perience another instance of this 
kind. 

Tho board discussed tho matter for 
a few minutes and then decided to 
put the matter of tho bond issue in 
the hands of the finance committee 
for fixture of amount of the Issue and 
denomination of bonds, etc., and to 
be brought up at tho next board medt- 
ing. 

The finance committee met Tues- 
day night and after being informed 
by Mr. Runyard of the approximate 
cost for issuing those bonds, interest 
charges and collection charges, de- 
cided to place the amount at $10,000. 
Plans call for bonds in denomina- 
tions of $100 and $200 to be retired 
In ten years. 

The village bond Indebtedness now 
shows $4,000 outstanding on the vill- 
age hall and water tower. With the 
passing of a $10,000 bond issue this 
will bring tho total to $14,000. Anti- 
och's new assessment shows $303,000. 
The village is allowed by law to issuo 
bonds to the extent of 5 per cent of 
this amount, which would be approx- 
imately $15,000.

MARKETING RULES 



Secretary of Agriculture Defines 
Ten Principles Essential to 
Success for Bank Asso- 
ciation. 

Ten principles requisite 
success of cooperative markoting 
plans havo boon prepared by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace for tho 
State Bank Division of tho Amorlcan 
Bankers Association, which has just 
published a natlon-wldo compilation 
of riows, experiences and discussions 
regarding tho movement. Mr. Wal- 
lace's principles aro:

suggested. "Bjrjojol The fire has ghareholdorB or investors, but as pro- 
ducers employing tho facilkios of tho 
organization. 

2. A co-operative association Is not 
operated to raako a profit on invested 
capital above tho usual rate of in- 
terest, bat to profitably market tho 
products of its members at tho lowest 
possiblo cost 

3. A co-operative association should 
bo organized around a single commo- 
dity, or a group of commodities for 
which the samo markotlng ma- 
chinery, mothoda and ohannola are 
omployod. 

4. Tho organization should have 
safflcieat rolumo of business to en- 
ablo it to operate efficiently and eco- 
nomically, and should control this 
business through iloAnlto legal con- 
tracts with its mombora. 

5. The organization must perform 
doflnfto functions. Tho organization 
of a cooperative marketing associa- 
tion is not an ond in itself. 

6. Tho members must understand 
tho purposes of the organization and 
bo kopt fully Informed regarding its 
activities and probloma. 

7. A co-oporativo aasociatlon should 
havo oxport management. Tho dutios 
it the manager of a co-operative as- 
sociation aro mora difficult than 
those of tike manager of a commercial 
mtcrprlse of equal sice. Tho man- 
ager moot not only conduct tho busi- 
ness of the organization eulolonlly, 
bat he must recognlae the close, per- 
•oual interest of ovory moniber in 



that business, and be able to main- 
tain harmonious contacts with each 
Individual. 

8. Proper accounting is essentiaL 
Accounting Is one phase of manage- 
ment but is so Important in co-op- 
erativo marketing that it is given- 
■pocial mention. Tho management 
cannot bo properly advlaed regarding 
tho status of the organization, nor 
properly inform tho members, with- 
out accurate records. 

9. Sound financial policies are also 
a part of management, but are of 
sufficient importance to be placed 
undor a separate heading. One os- 
Bontial is that a co-oporative asaocla- 

for tho j Uon Bhoukl build up adoquato re- 
serves in order that it may havo the 
financial strength necosaory to 
wcathor periods of stress. 

10. A co-oporatrve organization 
should be solf-perpetuattng. It should 
havo a donnlto legal status, and once 
it is organized It should be so con- 
ducted that it would never be neces- 
sary to call upon outside agonciea to 
ro-osUbllsk tho organization or shape 
Its policies.

jdian word "Chicagong, and "Chicago- 
ngi' In Indian means a skunk. Chi- 
cago, says ChleC Petoskey, Ilrst got i 
the name "Chicagong" from away I 
back when the Chicago river was 
mostly marsh and mudflat. Chief j 
Ignatius Petoskey, grandfather of the ; 
. present chief, used to tell how Chica- 
[gong got its' name. In among the 
rushes in the swamp land of the Chi- 
icagong river, there laid a skunk for 
imnny days. In that location (some- 
j where about where Hush street 
i bridge now stands) the odor was so 
bad that tho Indians called it "Chi- 
cagong," which means ckunk. The 
name stuck to the location, and the 
Indians of the Chippewa and Ottawa 
tribes of northern Michigan used to 
winter where Chicago now stands 
they would be asked by their friends 
when they returned in the spring: 
"Where did you winter?" 
"Chicagong," "would be the answer. 
For ten miles around the settle- 
ment it used to be called Chicagong.

Work It Out TooetKor 
Financing tho former should be tho 
result of teamwork. The banker an*S 
tho farmer ahoold consider each other 
aa confidential advisers. The farmer 
need-s to know the dangers attached 
to investments, and tho banker needs 
more information on the possibilities 
of returns on farm Investments well 
placed. No right-minded farmer oupfct 
to object to a careful diagnosis of con- 
ditions before the loan is negotiated. 
FJoth parties are interested in having 
tho proposed investment pay the in- 
terest and erentuolly tho principal, 
and also return a profit to the f^rxnor. 
There are times when the banker 
might loan to tho farmer to the detri- 
ment of tho farmer himself. The 
farmer who wae kept from making a 
heavy Inveflttnent in land when land 
values woro at tholr peak is today 
blessing the banker for heading him 
away from what would have resulted 
In serious loss, If not bankruptcy. 

Financing the farmer Is a job that 
rcquiros cloar thinking and soond 
Judgment. The underlying principles 
of a profitable loan or investment 
need to be carofnUy considered by ail 
parties interested. Two hoods a»o 
hotter than one, and when two or 
more inon got together in eyrnpnthosie 
contact, determined to weigh Che t»- 
rious possibilities of sneeees smd fail- 
ure, and then act npon their tnrftod 
Judgment, then tho farmer Is veil 
fluanood.

So 
we have gone back two thousand 
years, and studiod the times of Jesus 
his contemporary literature, His na- 
tive back ground, and then have 
studied tho scriptures to tell Jesus 
say anything lie wants to say, and I 
havo come to this conclussiou: Jesus 
did not try, any more than any other 
oriental, to found a system. He saw 
tho slgulflceuco of lite, and ho under- 
stood God, as I believe tho student of 
History will be bound to admit, no 
other ever did. Ho saw that "God Is 
Lovo". John understood tho mind of 
tho master when he summed it all up 
lu John 3:1G, "God so loved the 
world," otc. To Jobub, tho only reli- 
gion was a llfo lived llko God's life — 
a life full of lovo. In Matt. 5: 43-15 
Jesus states It in a stronger way 
"Lovo your enemies." 

Ho saya to begin with "Love Is 
God. Lovo Is life. Lovo Is- every 
thing," then ho took every occasion 
to Illustrate It. Did tho desclples 
push tho littlo children away? That 
was au uulovoly act. Did tho30 men 
want to kill tho woman taken In sin? 
That was not tho way to change her 
Into a good woman. Lovo. and only 
love could do that. Did anyone need 
holp? Ho would help them and so 
lllustrato his ono life prlnclplo-Loyc. 
You may build a sort of a system out 
of Jesus' teachings, but when you arc 
through, you'll have something which 
Jesus would scarcely recognize, and 
you will bo a long way from under- 
standing him who came to reveal God 
as lovo. 

Did tho mob come to take Jesus 
and kill him? Ho would give the 
world Its supreme Illustration of love. 
Ho could not tight back for that 
would abrogato his principle of love. 
By fighting back, ho might save his 
life, but ho would havo to givo up his 
ideal. By giving up, he could loso his 
llfo, and in tho very process of losing 
It, ho would conquor tho hearts of 
thoso hardened against life, and 
against everything but lovo. When 
ho died praying for his murderers, 
blessing instead of cursing, thoy said 
"surely this was tho boii of God," 
Why? Because ho was like God. 
PleaBe don't toll mo that people will 
not like this view or the creed of 
Jesus; because I know It. It is so 
much easier to hold tho view that we 
must Buhscribo to somo intricate 
creedal statement, than to accopt the 
fact that wo must love everyone. It 
is -vory hard to love everyone.
